They had 
flown across the Atlantic, a distance of | 
1,900 miles, in sixteen hours, at an average 
rate of 120 miles an hour. Their only 
mishaps were that their “ wireless ’’ 
apparatus did not work satisfactorily, and 
that the soil of Ireland gave them a too 
tenacious welcome. Nevertheless, the 
journey was a tremendous test of their 
skill, their courage, and their confidence. 
One. has imagined such a flight as a 
monotonous companionship with endless 
tracts of sea; but the two airmen caught 
hardly a dozen glimpses of the sea in the 
whole sixteen hours. They flew between 
fog and cloud. Sometimes, in the fog, they 
came almost to the surface of the water. 
At eleven thousand feet, when their 
machine was shrouded in ice, they failed 
to shake off the clouds. Their triumph is 
a noble tribute to the stability of the 
machine, to the perfection of the Rolls 
Royce engines, and, above all, to the air- 
mastership of the pilot and navigator. 
Lieutenant Brown flung a truly audacious 
challenge in Nature's teeth. and won. He 
said last week, “I shall shape our course 
for Galway Bay.”
